Sudden Wealth. 


A NAVY YARD ATTACHE T1ECOMKS A 5IIIJ- 


I.IONAIRE. 


A romantic stprylof sudden accession of 


'immense stealth, which has the advantage 
of authentic truth i(i all its deta Is, has for 
Its fortunate subject Louis De Beck, the 
"post-trader" at the Navy Yard in Boston, 
says the Journal. A great-aunt whonji he 
never saw, and of \\jhom he kne v nothing 
until he heard of her money, li^s left an 
immense property in Java valued at 02,000,- 


cqually among seventeen coisins, and 
Louis De Beck is one of the fortunate sev- 
enteen. He is the only one who lives in 
this country. The others live in his native 
land—Belgium. A Journal reporter saw 
Mr. De Beck at his home on Bunker Hill 
street, Charlestown, last evening. 
To De 


Beck the story is not new, f >r he has1 
known for ten years past of tho_prize that 
was coming to him, and has had an oppor- 
tunity to prepare for the great change in 
his fortunes. He has been waiting patient- 
ly for the official: disbursement of the 


.', and a shortitime ago he received 
'ticc that ca!ls| him to Belgium to re- 
hid share of the property. 
He will 


sail for his native country next month 
with his family, and will return in the win- 
ter and settle down to a life of luxury in 
Boston. 


The beginning ot this st range story dates 


back nearly a century. In about the year 
1910 Marlc'Von Water was employed in the 
family of La Gassa, a merchant prince off 
Rotterdam, who owned vast coTee planta- 
tions in Java, and who hud estLblished atf 
enormous trade between that po^t and Rot- 
terdam. The cargoes for his ships consist- 
ed almost entirely of coffee froii the Java 
plantations, which was prepared for the 
market by seyeral hundred slaves. This 
merchant had but one sou, and he became 
enamored of his father's pretty s irvant and 
asked her to marry him. The fLther inter- 
posed no objections and the yoong people 
were married. Soon after the marriage 
the father and the young couple sailed for 
Java 
and 
spent 
the 
rest of 
their 


lives on the plantations. The father died 
in a few years arid the son succeeded to 
his vast estates, and managed thj property 
so shrewdly that it increased largely in 
value. .He died in 1853, leaving but one 
child—a son—and his widow. Then for 
several years the widow took a personal 
interest in managing the plantat on for the 
benefit of her child, but in ISC! the boy. 
too, died. The heart-broken woman lost 
all interest in-her great wealth and left It 
to her overseers to care for. In 1875 she 
died, having reached the ripe old age of 
ninety-four years. 


The plantations were in the Holland col- 


ony, and the Government took possession 
for the benefit of the heirs. Acfive search 
was made for the heirs. 
The Family on 


the husband's side was extinct. The Gov- 
ernment did not know where tc look for 
the relatives of the deceased widow. The 
plantation was then run in the i iterests of 
the Holland Government. At the time of 
the Widow La Gassa's death, she owned 
the vast plantations and more than four 
hundred shtves in Java, seventy-four 
ships, half a dozen barques ,a^d several 
smaller coasting vessels, togetht r with ex- 
tensive warehouses in Rotterdam. 


A captain of one of the ships was the 


first to give information that led to the 
discovery of the rightful heirs. His moth- 
er knew that thei Widow La Gassa's maid- 
en name was Mafie Von Water, and she 
casually mentioned the fact t> her sou. 
The captain knew a family nimed Von 
Water, in Rotterdam, and the next time 
he touched at that point—whl^h wa£ in 
1877—he told these friends that It might 
be well for them to look up tnelrj family 
history and see if they were not entitled 
to some of the property in Java held by 
the Holland Government. Then it was 
that Mr. DeBeck heard of this good for- 
tune, and he thanked his luck) stars that 
his grand aunt was Marie Von Water-La 


to buy a house facing the monument and 
tftke It easy the rest of my life. I have 
bfeen in this country since 1860 or about 
that time." 


"You'd like to know about the relation- 


ship with this grand aunt? Well, it's rath- 
er mixed, hut I guess we can straighten it 
out. For myself I can tell you right away. 
My mother's mother (that would be my 
grandmother) was sister to this Widow 


a Gassa. My grandmother's name was 


Bumlord (I think that's the way to spell 
it) and she had ten children. My mother 
is dead and I am the only child in her fam- 
ily. 
Only two of my grandmother's chil- 


dren are living—Theresa and Sofia. Ther- 
esa has three children, and Sofia has two 
children living. 
I, o'f course, take my 


mother's share and Theresa and Sofia have 
a like amount. That makes ail in my im- 
mediate family. Hy grand aunt, the wid- 
ow,, also had a sister named Caroline. She 
was the youngest of seventeen children. 
Caroline is dead, but she leaves four chil- 
dren—Harry, Eliza,1 Virginia and Ever- 
hardt. | They come into equal shares of 
the money. 
They make seven so fur. 


Then my grand aunt had a brother named 
Pierre Von Water. 
He committed suicide 


about thirty years ago, by drowning him- 
•self In his own pond because his second 
wife .was so jealous. He had seven chil- 
dren, all of whom are living. Their names 
are John, Adolph, Paul, Everhardt, Eliza 
and two others whose names I don't think 
of just now. Let me sec, that makes four- 
teen, don't it? Oh, yes! Then there were 
the three children of another sister, ller 
married name was Vioka. 1 forget what 
her tirst name was, but her boys were 
named Adolph, Pierre and Paul. That 
completes the list. 


"As I said before, we learned about tlie 


fortune when I was in Belgium before, 
and we opened forty-two bottles of wiue 
that night. I haven't touched any since, 
because I knew it wouldn't do for me to 
lose my head if T had to manage so much 
money. I stayed there five months and 
then canie back to this country. I have 
been in service in different places, and have 
been in Charlestown as post trader at the 
marine barracks for nearly four years. I 
got my leave of absence from the Depart- 
ment at Washington to-day, and as soon as 
the papers can be made out I shall formal- 
ly resign, and Mr. W. W. Tuff will take 
my place. I haven't said much about it 
before, because I wanted to wait until I 
knew it was true, but 1 don't object to 
your spying something about it now, if 
you want to." 
Friends had been pouring 


into the house all the evening to congratu- 
late Mr. DC Beck on his good fortune, and 
when the reporter left another large dele- 
gation entered the house and was cordially 
received by the happy host. 


Mr. De Beck, the new millionaire, is 


about forty years old, u pleasant-faced, 
well-built man of medium bight. He is of 
dark complexion, and has dark eyes, dark 
curly hair and a dark moustache. His face 
and speech show that he is a foreigner, 
but ho speaks the English language very 
well. Ills hands show that he has worked 
all his life, and he says he has had no time 
to devote to his education. 
He is well off 


now, 
and does not need the additional 


wealth to enable him to live in comfort.
